“AFL CLUBS LOOKING AFTER SOCCER’S 
INTEREST, I’D LIKE TO SEE THAT” 


When discussing soccer with Paul Wade in the 
regular soccer segment, the topic arose about 
the AFL and Rugby League clubs entering 
applications for the 1996/97 season. Listening 
fo Paul Wade you would think that soccer people 
are of the belief that only good would come 
from sucha marriage. After years of poor media, 
linking with the AFL would provide soccer with 
abonanza of coverage. Butthis came froma 
soccer person's perspective who is looking, as 
always, atthe positives and how the game could 
benefit. Butif you listened to Gerard Healy (an 
AFL commentator and past great player) a 
different picture emerges, one which may not 
please soccer officials and supporters. Itwould 
seem that if the AFL clubs sponsored a soccer 
club itwould be on the proviso that the football 
club would have to benefitfinancially. As Healy 
putit“itwould be like sleeping with the enemy’. 
i the ee be vee notfinancially viable then 
itwould get the chop. Itis as simple as that. 
Nothing would tecloueddisenine ifitwould 
make a loss as the football club would suffer 
To illustrate the point, Gerard Healy spoke ipa 
Sneshonis iene) Football Club 
Halling Footscray’s purchase of the Melbourne 
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decision and the club would be treated 
accordingly. IFitcould not be sold then it would 
ceaselo operate, itassels (players and other assets) 
would be sold off and the club dissolved. Healy 
made the pointand the Footscray official agreed 
that football dubs are willing to operate other dubs 
if there was a benefitto the football club. 

To leave soccer clubs at the mercy of AFL clubs 
hungry for revenue would be criminal. Soccer 
must realise that there are no free rides, and 
everyone must look after themselves. AFL clubs 
want to fully utilise their facilities which lie 
dormant for a large part of the year and they 
don’t particularly care whether its soccer, 
baseball, basketball or hockey clubs which ean 
fill their pockets. Too much history has 
developed, too much sweat has been shed and 
foo much sacrifice by supporters and members 
has been given in order that soccer is where i 
is today. 


Make no mistake, AFL clubs only care for 
themselves. To believe that a Carlton of 
Essendon would have soccer's best interest 
heart would be like believing in fairies at 
bottom of the garden.
